Onamakrltus It was one of the stones that 
would Insure the eHlcacy of prayer. Accor- 
ding to JJercmeiii the opal made Its wearer 
lovable and conolllatea love; It rejoiced the 
heart, preserved from poison and Infection, 
dissipated melancholy, and Rtreugtheucd the 
sight.

It will be remembered ttiat In the 
weird tale of-Anne's srandfalber thel'erslan 
lady whom he married poss«"ed a marvelous 
opal, whlchi on the day ot the chtlsteulng of 
their child, wheii some holy water came in 
contact with it, first shot outa brilliant spark, 
and was the next Instant "llghtlcss and color- 
less as a common. pebble." The 1'erslan 
heroine fainted and died, and was followed 
by her Husband, Jlcrinan of;Arnheim, three 
years afterward; and their granddaughter, re> 
ferring to tlje.story, said that slie had heittd 
of the opal growing pale, It being the .liuture
